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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment dated 04/14/2006 has been received. Claims 1-3 are 
amended. Claim 10 is newly added. Claims 1-10 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-3, 8, and 10, drawn to a cancer gene therapeutic drug including a carrier 
cell to be infected with an oncolytic virus, so as to make the oncolytic virus act on 
a tumor cell within a living body, wherein the carrier cell is selected from the 
group consisting of A549 cell, SW626 cell, and HT-3 cell. 

II. Claim 4, drawn to the cancer gene therapeutic drug according to claim 1 , further 
comprising a virus for immunological treatment to be administered for inducing a 
CTL reaction within the living body to administration of the carrier cell. 

III. Claim 5, drawn to the cancer gene therapeutic drug according to claim 1, further 
comprising atelocollagen. 
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IV. Claim 6, drawn to the cancer gene therapeutic drug according to claim 1, further 
comprising a GM- CSF expression vector to be infected to the carrier cell before 
administration. 

V. Claim 7, drawn to the cancer gene therapeutic drug according to claim 1, further 
comprising an iron preparation and/or a porphyrin compound. 

VI. Claim 9, drawn to a cancer gene therapeutic drug including a carrier cell to be 
infected with an oncolytic virus, so as to make the oncolytic virus act on a tumor 
cell within a living body, wherein both A549 cell and 293 cell are together used as 
the carrier cell. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I- VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Applicant's claims encompass multiple inventions, multiple products and do not have a 
special technical feature which link the inventions one to the other, and lack unity of invention. 
The common technical feature in all groups, as stated in claim 1, is a carrier cell infected with an 
oncolytic virus. 

However, this common technical feature cannot be a special technical feature under PCT 
Rule 13.2 because the feature is shown in the prior art. Li et al. teaches various cell lines 
infected with oncolytic adenovirus (See Table 2, Li et al., US patent 7,026,164, issued 
04/1 1/2006, filed 07/03/2003).

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: A549 cells, SW626 cells, and HT-3. The following claim(s) 
are generic: claim 1. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: they are distinct cancer cell lines derived from 
different tissue types: A549 cells, lung cancer cells; SW262, ovarian cancer cells; HT-3, cervical 
cancer cells, and exhibit different susceptibility of various viral infection. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. The election of species is required to be consistent with 
election of inventions. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP

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5. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 1A1.3B promoter, midkine promoter, (3-HCG promoter, 
SCCA1 promoter, cox-2 promoter, PSA, and a tumor specific promoter according to kind of 
cancer to be treated. The following claim(s) are generic: claim 2. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: they are distinct promoters that express different 
genes, and the DNA sequences of the promoters are distinct. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. The election of species is required to be consistent with 
election of inventions. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP

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6. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: adenovirus, herpes virus, lentivirus, HIV virus, retrovirus, 
reovirus, vesicular stomatitis virus (VSV), and any other oncolytic viruses. The following 
claim(s) arc generic: claim 3 and 10. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: they are different viruses with different genomic 
nucleic acid sequences, and these viruses exhibit different tropisms for different target cells. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. The election of species is required to be consistent with 
election of inventions. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.

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7. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction were not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
